Melbourne next stop for John Bradley? 


Start queueing up now 

‘ for the signature of one of 

the finest players in Aus- 

tralian soccer, for John 

Bradley probably won't 

be playing for APIA 
Leichhardt next season. 

Wradiey, 25 (pictured) feels that 
it's time to move and he'll consider 
all offers — even those from inter- 
state. 

“APIA's been really brilliant to me 
since-I. joined from Dundee in 1980. 
I've been given my flight back home 
to" Scotland. at the end of each con- 
tract ‘so I certainly can't complain 
‘about the way I’ve been treated. 

“But things haven't been going all 

¢ that welt at the club this year. Prob-. 
s,lems started once: the club decided 
fo forma soccer committee, think- 
ing that-it-could raise money itself 
father ‘than having to rely on the li- 
scensed club for financial support.

Johan Scharmann, an Austrian of 
international repute, signed a two- 
year contract with APIA and joined 
the club early last year: APIA 
dumped Scharmann in August. last 
year but Mr Justice Wootten, in the 
Equity Division of. the Supreme 
Court of NSW, ruled that APIA must 
nav Scharmann $27.500 for wroneful 





Since then, it seems that APIA has 
struggled to make ends. meet. Poor 
crowd support hasn't helped. Ac- 
cording to Bradley, with the ex- 
ception of matches against Sydney 
Olympic. APIA's biggest home gate 
this year was about 2,000. That’s a 
big drop from when he joined. Then 
APIA was drawing between 5,000 
and 6.000 to most home games. 

“I don't know why the fans have 
gone but I think that it’s political in 
some respects. Not. being Italian, 
T'm not in a position to comment, 
though."” 

Bradley’s contract with APIA 
expires this year but there’s no max- 
imum transfer fee clause in it. 

Bradley was born in Wishaw in 
Scotland and after trialling with 
English club Northampton Town as 
a t6-year-old he joined as an ap- 
prentice. 

He played three first team games 
for the Fourth Division club and 
played under legendary Celtic, Man- 
chester United and Scotland mid- 
fielder Paddy Crerand. 

“It's very, very physical at that 
level. You get a lot of First and 
Second Division has-beens down 
there.”” 

But Bradley was homesick and 
after two seasons returned to Scot- 
land. He trialled, unsuccessfully, 
with Celtic but had more luck with 


/ 


Gemmell, and was taken on Dun- 
dee’s. Australian tour in 1978. 

Willie Wallace was assistant to 
Gemmell but when Wallace joined 
APIA as coach he signed Bradley 
and in January, 1980 Bradley arrived 
in Australia. 

“I found it hard going at first. The 
biggest difference was the grounds. 
They were rock-hard and I think I 
came off with.cramp in five of my 
first 10 games here. 


“The State of Australian grounds 
still is a big problem. The best park 
T've piayed on here is Olympic Park 
in Melbourne but, they've probably 
got a full-time graundsman and 
that’s where other parks fall down. 
Most clubs don’t own their own 
ground so it’s up to the local councils 
to look. after the grounds and they 
don’t do a very good job at all." 

Bradiey hasn't seen any improve- 
ment in the playing standard since 
his arrival but his most scathing 
criticism is reserved for Sydney City 
Hakoah. the most successful club 
side since Bradley arrived. 

“The game hasn't gone forward at 
all in my opinion. It’s not that hard 
for a young player to step right into 
a first team spot and do a job over 
here but back home a young player 
had to have something really special 
to play at the highest level. 


they can kick but not too many of 
them can play. They’ve got a coupie 
of good players — John Kosmina is 
one — but they seem to try te kick 
and intimidate you more than out- 
play you.” 


Bradley sees a lack of depth as 
APIA's biggest problem this year. 


“We had about 12 or 13 players, 
then we had to rely on youth team 
players who can play, but lack ex- 
perience. That’s probably why we 
didn’t do a bit better this season. 
When guys like Peter Tredinnick and 
Arno Bertogna were out we bad no- 
one to pull in to replace them. Ber- 
togna is very important to APIA. 
He's a good, steady player and he’s a 
tremendous organiser at the back.” 


Bradley played up front this 
season but prefers to revert to a 
midfield rote in which he feets far 
more comfortable. 


“think I was getting a wee bit 
lost up front. I didn’t have the height 
or the strength to do weil con- 
sistently up there. I'd rather join a 
team with a midfield position for 
me. 


Going into. the last NSL round 
before this year's finals series, 
Bradley was five votes in front of 
Green Gully midfielder Paul Wade 
in the voting for our $1,500 Boral 


’ Bricks Player of the Year award. 


Wade polled six votes in that last 


“Look, even if I missed out on 
winning that award by half a vote, I 
wouldn’t complain. I’ve never had 
any complaints about the Press in 
this country because every journa- 
list P’'ve met has done the right thing 
by me and in the main, I think that 
the Press tries to do a good job.” 


Bradley and his wife of five years, 
Helen, have two children — three- 
year-old Sharon and one-year-old 
Michael — and are well settled in 
Australia. However, when Bradley's 
playing days end at the highest tevel, 
he wants to move to Perth. Former 
APIA team mates John Coyne and 
Tom Kilkelly recently built houses 
there and the Bradley family has 
holidayed in the west. 


Bradley is undecided about which 
club he'll join next season but he 
hinted that a move to Melbourne 
wouldn't be out of the question. 


“The Melbourne teams and the 
Melbourne set-up is getting better 
than Sydney. It seems to me that the 
Melbourne teams are the ones to 
play for right now if you want to play 
in front of a good crowd and a good 
atmosphere.”

/t started even before 
the kick-off, with thou- 
sands of fans) fuming _ 


outside as they waited 
to get in through one 
solitary gate. 

Many simply gave up in 
disgust and went home. 
The more militant jumped 
over a fence and got in for 
nothing.

The traffic control was 
just as farcical.

The winning goal came 
26 minutes before the end. 
A free kick by Peter Ras- 
kopoulos rebounded off de- 
fenders, and went to Alan 
Davidson. With the Olym- 
pic defence pushed up to 
the half line, Davidson 
lobbed the ball over the 
tov. and Egan started 
chasing it in a clearly on- 
side position, as shown by 
the Channel 0/28 replay. 
Egan kept running, leaving 
Mike Coady behind, and 
Coady, having been shown 
the yellow card earlier, 
could not afford to chop 
Egan down this time, for 
had he done so, he would 
have been sent off. 


Coady’s earlier foul on 
Egan almost certainty pre- 
vented a Hellas goal. The 
incident occurred in the 
2tst minute, with Olympic 
leading 1-0. Egan dashed 
away on a long ball from 
Bobby Russell, and was 
heading into the area to 
shoot past Meier, when 
Coady scythed him down 
from behind.

and Jim Patikas hobbled 
off with a bandaged right 
foot after a tackle by Ken 
Murphy, Patikas had been 
the best player on the 
ground before being hurt in 
the 35th minute! 

Olympic claimed a goal 
when Peter Laumets fum- 
bled a shot from Gary 
Phillips. The ball dropped 
behind Laumets, but it 
bounced inside play, 
rather than over the line, 
before Laumets turned and 
scooped it clear. Olym- 
pic’s appeals, therefore, 
were without substance. 

Olympic coach Manfred 
Schaefer complained bit- 
terly about Hellas’s play, 
claiming Hellas had been 
unnecessarily rough.

During this period, Olym- 
pic’s Peter Katholos, 
Peter Raskopoulos, Gary 
Phillips, and Jim Patikas 
dropping back from the 
forward line, bamboozled 
their Hellas opponents 
with slick interpassing, 
and scored through Mark 
Koussas in the fifth min- 
ute. Tony Dakos headed 
down a corner from Kath- 
olos and Soper was on the 
line to belt it in, while 
Laumets was distracted by 
Marshalt Soper. 

So much for that. 

Instead of going on with 
it, Olympic succumbed as 
Ken Murphy with the help 
of Carl Halford, took con- 
trol of the midfield. Bobby 
Russell and Angie Post- 
ecoglou contributed to the 
forward thrusts by coming 
up from their ful! back 
positions; John Yzendoorn 
and Steve Blair took a firm 
grip in defence, and 
Charlie Egan gave the 
Olympic back-men not a 
minute's peace. 

Katholos' had spent 
much of the first 20 
minutes in the middie of 
the field, where he was 
calling the shots. Then, 
however, he followed 
coach Manfred Schae- 
fer’s instruction to play 
wide against Davidson.

SINGAPORE — Australian 
player Warren Spink who was 
facing a possibie indecent ex- 
posure charge has been let off 
lightly, a police spokesman 
said here.

A crowd of over 
30,000 watched the 
Merlion Cup final in 
Singapore last week- 
end and saw Iraq 
defeat South Korea 
2-1 after extra time 
to take over from 
Australia as the cup 
holder. 

But this great competition 
now is under threat and may in 
fact fold due to poor attend- 
ances this year. The Football 
Association of Singapore 
(FAS) incurred heavy finan- 
cial losses during this Merlion 
Cup competition. 

FAS budgeted for $700,000 to 
run the cup. Half of that 
money comes from five major 
sponsors — Singapore Air- 
lines, the Singapore Tourist 
Board, Anchor Beer, Puma 
and Kentucky Fried Chicken. 
The remaining $350,000 was to 
come from gate receipts but 
with only an average of 6,000 
spectators at the early roumds 
and at Australia’s semi-final 
joss to South Korea after a 


sudden death penalty shoot-' 


out, FAS lost heavily. 

The main reasons fo the loss 
were the dramatic rise in ad- 
mission prices (they doubled 
from last year) and the lower 
standard of the competing 
teams. Only Singapore and 
Iraq were represented by their 
full national teams. The other 
five entrants fielded either 
youth or Olympic selections 
while Holiand sent its national 
amateur team. 


While neither Adelaide Juventus nor West 
Adelaide Hellas can wax ecstatic over their 
exploits on the field, both can count 1984 as 
outstandingly successful from the financial 
aspect. 


City whittled down a 
$400,000 debt to an accept- 
able $100,000 deficit and is 
confident of returning to 
the black in 1985. 

And City will go into 
next season with the re- 
newed backing of Boral 
Ltd, Adelaide Pest Control 
and a new sponsorship 
from Fairmont Homes. 

President Charlie 
Caruso estimates that the 
combined sponsorship 

ackage could bring City 

Fit0,000 and boost it to 
NSL leadership within 12 
months. 

West, meanwhile, has 
become the first ben- 
eficiary of SA’s planned 
new casino complex. 

In a shrewd business 
deal, West sold its North 
Terrace clubrooms for 
$765,000 and raised $148,000 
from its Miss Hellas quest. 

No decisions will be 
made on coaching appoint- 
ments until after the 
annual meetings, but 
coach Sam Salabadidis is 
odds-on to continue with 
West for 1985. 

Edmund Kreft, who was 
called out of retirement by 
City, is keeping his options 
open, but has made it clear 








that if he continues as 
coach it will be his deci- 


sion. 

With 1985 the “crunch 
season when relegation 
will be enforced, both 
clubs intend to enter the 
transfer market. 

West has its sights set on 
two established NSL stars 
from interstate and sev- 
eral State League players 
have been approached as 
back-up squad members. 

Much the same plan has 
been conceived by City, 
which next year also wants 
to import a star overseas 
player on a long: term 
basis. 

The battle tines are al- 
ready drawn as the arch 
rivals plot to upstage one 
another in pre-season 
player purchases, 

And both believe it un- 
thinkable that either 
should be absent when a 
reduced NSL is formed in 
1986. 

City and West breathed 
a collective sigh of relief 
when the final whistle 
sounded on the 1984 
National Soccer League 
season. 

For what had begun as a 
revival year for West 













However, if the cup con- 
tinues, Argentina and Chile 
have promised to send their 
full national teams next year.

Frank Arok’s Socceroos 
leave this week for their mo- 
mentous intercontinental 
journey and, as I have al- 
ready observed in a previous 
column, with a squad that is 
as stable, unified and cohe- 
sive as it was predictable. 


In a world where two arguing soccer 
tans wit! come up with about 10 different 
teams, I do not believe in criticisng 
national selections. 

But as fans and members of the 
audience, we al! have a right to pick our 
tittle fairy-tale selections, even if they get 
us exactly nothing except perhaps 
chuckles from the professional technicos 
who sit on their benches collecting warts 
on their backsides worrying about their 
results. 

My team of the year, for instance, will 
establish tittle apart from my pathological 
kink for entertaining footballers and that I 
would never make a national coach. 

The fact that this has been the most bru- 
tally ‘‘physical" season, probably in the 
game’s history in this country, only 
narrows down the field and makes my task 


having taken, as ! do, into consideration 
performances during the May-June inter- 
national series. 

Franken is exciting enough for his 
youth, but already his reliability is unri- 
valled, not to mention his freakish reflex- 
es and instinct for the remarkable.

Victorian Director of 
Coaching, Tim White, is a 
relatively young man, so I 
must point out to him that 
we had good soccer games, 
top players — some of 
‘them world-class — good 
soccer coaches and coach- 
ing courses before the era 
of the national coaching 
scheme and men like Eric 
Worthington, Tim White, 
John Gardiner, Ron Smith 
and Len McKendry. 

I say this is response to an 
article in last week's “Soccer 
Action,” in which Tim White 
said that people like myself, 
Jimmy Condilis, Frank McA- 
leer and Peter Ollerton should 
go on locally-organised coach- 
ing courses. ; 

e prevailing thinking that 
nobody can play or coach or 
even watch soccer proper! 
without having come throu; 
the national coaching scheme, 
is very wrong and we may 
wake up only when it’s too 
late. 

Crowds came in their tens of 
thousands every week to see 
players like Vic Janczyk, 
Eddie Zientara, Willie Schroif, 
Tad Kraus, Tommy Stankovic, 
the Ninaus brothers, Leo 
Baumgartner and Con Nest- 
oridis, and coaches like Joe 
Vlasits, Joe Vengios, Rale 
Rasic, Manny Poulakakis, 
John Margaritis and many 
others. 

Our directors of coaching 
appear to think that people like 
me and others who have not 
gone through the national 
coaching scheme, should not 
be coaching top teams. 

I would retort by saying that 
I would not learn more from 
Mr White or other local 
coaches than I did from 
former FIFA coach Dettmar 
Cramer when he was here 
giving courses in the early sev- 
enties. 

I completed my preliminary 
coaching course in the late 
sixties and attended senior 
courses held by Mr Cramer 
(many people still think the 
ASF made its biggest mistake 
in not appointing him as our 
director of coaching.) I also 
attended Eric Worthington’s 
first course, but left after Eric 
left the course for South Amer- 
ica to watch Chile, one of our 
opponents in the 1974 World 
Cup. 

From then on’ 1] attended 
every session held by every 
visiting coaching authority, to 
search for greater knowledge. 
One example was German 
coach Kari-Heinz Heddergott, 
and another Professor Mazzei, 
the Brazilian who coached the 
New York Cosmos. I did not 
see many of the present coach- 
ing elite at those sessions. 
Perhaps they were afraid 
that they would discover there 
are different methods of 
coaching overseas toda!

Yet White com- 
pared my results with North- 
cote last year, with those of 
Croatia to indicate that last 
year’s Croatia coach was more 
successful than me. 

1 do coach differently, and I 
tell my players as much as our 
first meeting. Modern coach- 
ing is coaching ‘‘in the game”’. 
That's how it’s done in France, 
Belgium, Holland and 
Germany. The emphasis is on 
skill and preater abillty to 
think, rather than to ask 
players to stick with a pattern. 
Players must adapt to ever- 
changing situations. Nobody 
could teach Beckenbauer what 
he knows. He was born with it, 
and so it is with our own Oscar 
Crino, 

Yet Ron Greenwood was 
asked by John Gardiner to 
admit that Glen Hoddle had 
been Greenwood's biggest boo- 
boo! I was embarrassed. 
Greenwood was shocked and 
answered that he would not 
call it a boo-boo, as he still 
thought Hoddle was a special 
breed of player but yet, he had 
been disappointing because he 
had not succeeded in becoming 
@ great national team player. 

After that, should we pre- 
sume that even Glen Hoddle 
would not fit into our game, as 
he can't pressurise opponents? 

That is what I think is wrong 
with the present system of 
coaching. First they teach 
players to pressurise oppo- 
nents, and stop them from 
playing, rather than teaching 
them to play first, as the rest 
then would come naturally.

Peter Donaldson has strengthened his 
claim as the State League’s iron man for the 
past decade by collecting another ever 
present record of appearances at Broad- 
meadows this season. 


Donaldson has played for four Stete League clubs since coming to 
Australia from Scottish second division side Berwick in 1977 and has 
missed only four games in seven State League campaigns to bring his 
tally to 158 appearances. 

‘This is his record: Green Gully — 1977: 21 apps; 1978: 22 apps; 
1979; 22 apps; Sunmshine City 1980: 19 apps, 2 goi Juventus 
1981; 22 apps; 1982 (League extended to 14 teams) 26 apps, 1 goal; 
Broadmeadows 1983: Metro League; 1984: 26 apps. 

Donaldson now is the new leader of the overall appearances record 
for the State League {over the past decade) taking over from his former 
teammate Lou Denys who had collected 156 appearances before 
moving up to the National League this season. 

And the centreback’s everpresent record is even more significant 
when.one takes into consideration that Br jeadows used the most 
number of players.out of all the State League clubs this season. 

tn its attempt to fight its way out of relegation danger, Broady used a 
total of 31 players, three more than Ringwood Wilhelmina which ex- 
perimented with 28. 

Croydon surprisingly used the least number of players during the 
season — a total of 19.

It's meant the end of his mar- 
riage. 

It's meant being banned from the 
Cranbourne clubrooms while playing for the 
club and having to get changed in his car 
before home games and having a personalised 
pre-match address from the coach. 

It's meant playing for four Victorian clubs 
since 1979 while on loan from Croatia Whyalla 
and making between $5,000 and $6,000 for the 
South Australian club. And losing out on sign- 
ing-on fees in the process. 

It's meant deing told by then Doveton coach 
Danny McMinimee .that he wasn’t good 
enough to play in the Victorian State League. 

It's also meant winning championships or 
being promoted in every team in which he’s 
played. 

It’s also meant being transferred twice this 
season within Victoria but perhaps we should 
hush that one up, for you’re only allowed one 
transfer a season in that state. provided 
you’re moving from one VSF club to another. 
NSL clubs are exempt. 

Controversy fotlows Collyer like a faithful 
pet dog but it's his seemingly everlasting tie 
with Croatia Whyalla which hurts him most. 
It's a shackte he's unsuccessfully tried to 
break for the past five seasons. 


Good Question 


“Why doesn't the VSF or the ASF just step 
in and make me a free agent? How can I still 
be a Croatia Whyalla player after all those 
years? I thought that the VSF didn’t recognise 
loans.”" 

Good questions all. Perhaps VSF secretary 
George Wailace has some of the answers. 

“We (the VSF) don't recognise loans within 
our State, but some States do recognise loans 
and are supported by the ASF. South Australia 
is one such State,” said Wallace. 

“Which means that Neil Collyer could stay 
in Victoria for the rest of his life and because 
of a@ crazy situation in another State, he'll 
remain bound to Croatia Whyatla. We've in- 
formed the ASF of our attitude towards loans 
but it now rests between the ASF and the 
South Australian federation to sort out the 
matter.” 

Which still leaves Collyer drowning under 
the weight of bureaucratic red tape. Take 
what happened earlier this year, for example. 

He transferred from Metro First Division 
club North Dandenong to State League club 
Fawkner and played in a Buffalo Cup game 
against-Polonia. He found out frorn Fawkner’s 
assistant coach Billy Milne, who had coached 
Cotlyer at Cranbourne, that he was to play as 
sweeper against Polonia. Collyer had ex- 
pected ¢b play in midfield. 

“In a way, I thought that I was crucified. 1 
found out only 30 minutes before the kick off 
that I was playing sweeper,”’ said Collyer. 

“Gus Macieod (the Fawkner coach) said to 
me at half time that I'd better go into midfield 
but about five minutes into the second half, he 
took me off. Later that night Billy Milne rang 
me and told me. that the committee didn’t 
want me to come back>-I rang Bob Guthrie 
(North Dandenong’s president) and asked if I 
could go back and he said okay. 

“Obviously a few strings were pulled some- 
where to allow me to transfer twice in the one 
season.” 

That's not the official VSF attitude. Wallace 
maintains that Collyer's switch to Fawkner 
wasn't vatid. as Croatia Whyatla wasn’t in- 
formed and hadn't approved of the move of its 
loanéd-out player. Anyway, whatever the rea- 
son, Collyer found-himself back at North Dan- 
denong, instead of being sidelined for the re- 
mainder of the season after being dumped by 
Fawkner. 3 

But iet’s follow Collyer’s trail of con-

How Neil Collyer lost his wife and 
furniture, got two transfers in one 
season and was 
forced fo get change 
in his car! |

He played for Whyalla City, Whyalla Lions, 
Enfield Victoria and Inter Stuart and switched 
to Croatia Whyalla in 1977 for $356. Yakka Ba- 
novic was playing for Croatia Whyalla then. 

Collyer got married in 1977 but in 1979 
split up with his wife, who returned to live 
with her parents in Dandenong. He came to 
Victoria at the end of the 1979 season attemp- 
ting a reconcilliation. Croatia Whyalla phoned 
him and invited him to play in the nationat 
Croatian championships in Perth. 

**My wile told me that if I went to Perth to 
play for Croatia Whyalla, I may as well not 
come back. I went to Perth, along with Mel- 
bourne Croatia's Boris Paleka, who was a 
formet Croatia Whyalla player. Boris and [ 
went to this disco after the tournament and 
missed our flight back to Melbourne. 

“I got back thé following night at about 
10pm and I decided not to turn the lights on 
when [ got inside my-house. 1 was thirsty and I 
went to the fridge to get some water but the 
fridge wasn't there’ I panicked, I thought that 
1 was in the wrong house. 

“T turned the lights on and the furniture was 
gone! So was my wife.” 

Collyer joined Doveton for the 1980 season. 
McMinimee, now coaching Frankston Pines, 
was in charge of the Doves then and had 
played for Whyalta Lions when Collyer was 
there. Cotlyer was a regular in the Doveton 
side which won the Metro First Division title 
that season but ‘‘got the flick the following 
year’’ because McMinimee didn’t thin k that 
Collyer was of State Leage standard. 

“Billy Milne was coaching Cranbourne then 
and he asked me to join. I asked what division 
they were in and he said third. f thought that 
he meant third division metro, so 1 joined, 
only to find out that Cranbourne was in the 
Third Division of the now defunct District 
Leagues. If you included all the reserves lea- 
gues, I’d just dropped 22 divisions!” 

But with Collyer, Graham Tutil! (now the 
J.U.S.T.) and Tom Coates (now with North 
Dandenong) in the side, Cranbourne went 
through the 1981 season undefeated. It stree- 
ted all opposition in the championship race. 

Coilver switched to North Dandenong in the 
Metro League the following season after a 
run-in with the Cranbourne committee.

“One night in the clubrooms there was this 
lad going about abusing everyone. He and I 
ended up fighting. Because he was a visitor, 
the club banned him for life. I was banned 
from entering the clubrooms, but that ban 
eventually was extended to include the area 
surrounding the clubrooms. 

“So I used to get changed in my car for 
home games and Billy Milne would come over 
and give me a personalised pre-match talk. 
After the games { used to stand next to the 
goalposts and I had someone going back and 
forward to the clubrooms to get me cans of 
beer. It was unbelieveable. That had a lot do 
with me leaving Cranbourne.” 

Collyer finished third in North Dandenong’s 
best and fairest award this season. Steve 
McCombe won the award. Player-coach Rob 
Nelson was runner-up. 

“North have stuck by me through thick and 
thin over the past few seasons and I feel obtig- 
ated to stay with them. They’ve already ap- 
proached me about staying next year. 

“But I honestly don’t know what I'll do. T 
don't think that Danny McMinimee gave me a 
real go at Doveton and I don't think that I was 
given much of a chance at Fawkner. 

“ET feel that ['ve let myself down since 
coming to Victoria to play, I've also let down a 
few people in Whyalla who thought that I could 
g0 places here. 

“TL stiil believe that I can play in the State 
League and I'd tove a chance to prove McMi- 
nimee and the Fawkner committee wrong.”

And other State League 
clubs better watch out for if 
they take Thomastown 
lightly they're bound to 
come unstuck. 

With Wilson at the coaching 
helm this season, Thomas- 
town’s long awaited dream, of 
having a team which could 
carry the famous red and black 
colors of italian giant A.C. Milan 
with distinction, came true, a8 
the club's runner-up placing in 
Metro First Division guaranteed 
it a State League berth. 

tt was late in 1971 that a 
small group of followers of 
A.C. Milan formed a soccer 
club in Melbourne's Tho- 
mastown-Epping-Lalor area 
and in just 14 years this club 
has risen throughout the 





of the strongest clubs in the 
state. 

in the mid 70's Thomastown 
dominated the District League 


scene winning two pre- 
mierships but the club could not 
gain admittance to the Provis- 
ional League. In fact by today’s 
standards Thomastown tost 
four years in its quest to play in 
the highest ranks of Victorian 
soccer — State League. But the 
club never complai R 
waited until the right time came 
and when the doors for promo- 
tion were opened the club start- 
ed the wheels moving with mili- 
tary precision. 

Rather than buy its way to 
the top as other clubs have 
done, and at times with di: 
astrous results, the Thoma: 
town clan has built its 
strength on the ability of ii 
committee and members. 

Nick lacobucci once said: 
“Time was not lost, experience 
was gained.” These words 
clearly Indicate the philosophy 
of Thomastown and its mem- 
bers. 

Step by step the club, with 
the help of supporters and the 
Whittlesea Shire Council, has 
built a magnificent soccer com- 
plex at Partridge Reserve. 

But the club does not take 
things for granted. All the com- 
mittee members are always 
working to improve facilities for 
players, members, spectators 
and officials. 

After ail, the tradition of 
the club must be respected. 
At Partridge Reserve only 
the best will do. 

The success of Thomastown 
lies in its administrators who 
have guided the red and blacks 
towards the peak of Victorian 
soccer with intelligence, pa- 
tience and humility. 

Stability always has been the 
keynote at Thomastown. The 
club only has had three presi- 
dents in its history: Carlo Val- 
morbida (from 1971 to 1974), 
Nick ltacobucci (1975-1983) 
and Martino Cometti (1984). 
Early last month facobucci re- 
turned to the presidency. 

In 1974 the Red Devils won 
their first premiership under the 
feadership of former Juventus 
player Leo Divalantino. The fol- 


























lowing year the club bettered 
this performance by winning, 
undefeated, its second pre- 
miership this time being coach- 
ed by the great Juventus player 
Johnny Bressan.

Cup” being awarded to the 
best and fairest player of the 
tournament. 

In 1977 Thomastown finally 
was admitted to the Provisional 
League finishing third in the 
premiership race.

opposition winning the first 10 
games including cup and pre- 
miership encounters. After six 
premiership games Thomas- 
town was leading the com- 
petition undefeated but then 
disaster struck and in the space 
of a few weeks nine players 
were put on the sidelines with 
severe injuties. Once again 
promotiorr was lost. 

tn the search for. success the 
club decided to sign young 
players who could give the club 
many years of service and who 
would follow instructions to the 
letter. From Fawkner came 
Frank Dallas, from Western 
Suburbs Eddie Heable, from 
George Cross Charlie Rizzo and 
from Juventus four juniors who 
had won the under-19 pre- 
miership. These promising 

rs were: Mauro Raponi

1980 began in a blaze of 
glory and Thomastown surpris- 
ed everyone by winning the 
Peninsula Cup against Frank- 
ston City, Doveton and Rose- 
bud. 

The players were working 
very hard during training ses- 
sions and Balassone and D‘A- 
mico always were bringing for- 
ward new ideas. 

The first defeat of the season 
came against Sunbury in the 
quarter final of the Provisional 
League Cup when in the last 
minute of the game the old fox 
jan Reld pushed Karamitanis 
and the ball into the net and the 
referee awarded the goal. 

The foflowing wesk the pre- 
miership race sterted against 
Carlton and for the second 
game in a row Thomastown lost 
by the odd goal in three. This 
was the last official game that 
Thomastown lost untit June 
1981, a winning. sequence of 
over forty games! At the end of 
the season the team had ac- 
cumulated 36 points out of a 
possible 40 with 17 wins, two 
draws and one solitary defeat. 
The team scored 66 times and 
conceded only 13 goals. 

The premiership had been 
won with a seven points ad- 
vantage over Carlton and 13 
over Langwarrin. At last the 
club had gained promotion 
to the first division of the 
Provisional League. The 
serves, coached by Jos 
also won the premiership 
and the final of the Provis- 
ional Reserve Cup against 
Langwarrin. 
Before the Coppa italia the 
club won 12 major trophies 
winning all competitions it had 
entered excluding the elusive 
Provisional Cup. But the biggest 
triumph had yet to come.
